Mrs. Belmont, born in

a cotton planter, M urray Forbes 
Sm ith, and fresh from schools 
In 
France, captured the leadership of 
New York society five yearn after 
her 
m arriage by having behind 
ber the power of the invited list 
of "everybody of Im ponaace” In ll 
—With the exception of th e Asfors. 
W hen em issaries were sent to 
find out why the adm itted leaders 
of the select 460 had been om itted, 
Mrs. Belmont said she could not 
invite persons who had never call­ 
ed 
The Astore called on the force­ 
ful 
woman, 
belated 
invitations 
were hurriedly dispatched, and tbe 
new leaders became hosts to the 
old. 
The history of th# 400 turned 
a corner. 
Wedded Belmont in IBM. 
Divorced from W. K. Vanderbilt

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New Taxes 
Governor White's m essage to the general assent 
bly officially opens the battle royal over taxes. 
The 
assemblymen, lf they so desire, can take satisfaction 
In realizing that they hold control of the alate In a 
period when almost anything can happen. 
Their 
responsibility Is unusually heavy. 
The governor has stated the bibation dearly. 
Ohio has three things to do; balance the budget, 
meet relief needs of Its people, and continue a suf­ 
ficient program of public education. 
There are two 
means available for getting the Job done. 
Taxes 
may be Increased and expenses must be decreased. 
Assemblymen are warned that the whole burden 
cannot be ahifted to increased taxation. 
Most of 
them are aw are of the danger lying in that direction. 
They will be willing to try to decrease expenditures; 
probably they will be able to do aa much as any 
public aerrent Intelligent enough to follow funda­ 
mental rule* of self-preservation can do. 
They will think more about possibilities of getting 
new revenue than they will about the desirability of 
getting along with less. 
Unless the bottlers’ lobby 
is too much to handle, they probably will follow Gov- 
‘ rnor White’s suggestion of a 1-cent tax on bottled 
beverages, except milk, and a 5-cent-a-pound tax on 
malt. 
They bad their eye on these possibilities two 
years ago. 


Stiff opposition to the proposed amusement tax 
will be met. 
The theater operators have been hav­ 
ing their troubles in plain view of the public that 
supports them. 
It will not be difficult for them to 
work up sympathy for their opposition to taxation 
Tobacco companies, whose business has held up re­ 
markably well during the depression, cannot expect 
anything but the hardest kind of a fight to ward 
oft state levies on cigars and kmoking tobacco. 
Similarity, It Is difficult to foresee anything but sor­ 
row tor opposition to the governor's proposal of di­ 
verting funds from the gasoline tax.- 
The program is before the assem bly and before 
the people. 
New taxes are Inevitable; 
the etate 
realizes it must yield to them. 
It Is the duty of tho 
assem bly to make them as acceptable as possible 
.by demonstrating a geuuine intention of matching 
them with economies wherever they can be made 
with minimum harm to essential services of govern­ 
ment. 


or the next session of congress. 
They can be named 
separately, but they a n closely related. 
First in im 
portance, perhaps, is existence of a strong conviction 
among those people whose actions determine na 
lienal trends that no short cuts to recovery will be 
found along the paths of cheapening the dollar. 
It 
Is possible to see all the advantages of such a policy 
without being convinced of its worthiness. 
Associated closely with this reason is another, 
representing a negative rather than a positive feel­ 
ing. 
It may be described as lack of faith In tile cur­ 
rency 
tinkerers,

does not necessarily entail a grasp of the Intricate 
subject of money; in fact it may arise from nothing 
more complex than knowledge that men whose opin­ 
ions are by no means established as standards of 
soundness are to be prcmitted to conduct a daring 
experiment in a quarter of the economic structure 
continuing so many nerve centers that a mistake 
might be fatal. 
It has not been proved that men are 
brilliant enough to make over values without court­ 
ing destruction. 
With the experience of the world 
before them, Americans will stick with sound money 
and wait for that restoration of economic founds 
tions which will bring recovery.

Commitments 
The wisdom of the president-elect In refusing to 
make commitments In advance of his inauguration 
has been acknowledged without anything more than 
superficial examination. 
Public acceptance of Mr. 
Roosevelt's right to teeter back and forth, standing 
neither here nor there, 
has 
eaved him no little 
amount of the particularly harsh criticism reserved 
for mustard plaster application to those who find It 
hard to make up their minds. 
It has been his misfortune to arouse, through a 
series of badly managed 
contacts and exchanges 
with Democratic leaders, the suspicion that refusal 
to make commitments may actually be a sign of con 
fusion Instead of the evidence of wisdom. 
An In­ 
creasing amount of criticism directed at bad man 
agement In the Democratic party has reached propor­ 
tion* that command attention. 
Significantly, some 
of the chief contributors to this criticism have been 
individuals 
and 
organizations 
who supported Mr. 
Roosevelt In his successful campaign for the elec­ 
tion. 
Without leadership a political party is little more 
than a mob of politicians, each one trying to make 
his voice heard above the others. 
When the Demo­ 
cratic landslide carried Mr. Roosevelt into a posi­ 
tion as head of his party and future chief executive 
of the nation, It carried him past the stage where 
politicians 
may 
hedge, refusing to commit them­ 
selves 
on 
m atters 
of 
Importance. 
It 
Is 
Mr. 
Roosevelt’* 
responsibility 
to 
avoid 
the 
appear­ 
ance of usurping presidential powers before the be­ 
ginning of his term. 
It is equally his responsibility 
to prevent his party from giving the appearance oI 
proceeding through an important session of congress 
without plan or direction. 
The succession of presidencies may be compared 
with an endless relay race. 
In the running of a re­ 
lay, each new man falls In step with his predecessor 
and runs a few paces with him before taking tile 
baton.

The idea will be just as important under any other 
name; one scarcely needs to be told that the studies 
which are the basis of technocracy will be contin­ 
ued at Columbia under less exciting auspices. 
Like 
a missionary with a new religion, Scott lingered long 
enough to plant his ideas before he moved on. 
It 
will he surprising if some other educational insti­ 
tution does not do what Columbia was unwilling to 
do—take full responsibility for his presence. 
W hatever fate does with him in the future, his 
countrymen will uot forget soon how It tossed him 
up out of the troubled thinking of hts countrymen to 
shout his idea to a world convinced beyond doubt 
that some part of its trouble can be blamed on blind

abolishing the “lame duck” session 
of congress. 
As the time for shutting off the

proaches, members are dumping in 
measures by the armload, covering 
virtually everything under the sun. 
Many For Constituents.

“please a constituent” while others 
•re presented in a serious vein. 
One thing is sure—that Governor 
White will swing the veto ax with 
a gusto. The chief executive has 
asserted publicly he is not disposed 
to let “freak” legislation get by. 
In an effort to clear up a situa­ 
tion that has caused many county 
officials gray hairs in the past, a 
bill 
to 
legalise betting at horse 
race tracks was offered yesterday 
by Senator V. D. Emmons, Summit 
county. 
He would license pari-mutuel and 
certificate betting and appoint 
race commission to govern it. 
He 
proposes to license the tracks at the 
rate of $1200 a day and rebate the 
money at the end 
of 
the racing 
meet. The commission would “take 
a cut” of IO per cent from the bets 
laid 
on 
everything up to $40,000 
each day, and 5 per cent on 
all 
over that amount. Operators of the 
machine would get 12 1-2 per cent. 
Five Member Board Provided. 
ViolJtion of the law would carry 
a fine of $1,000 to $10,000 or im 
prisonment for one year or both 
The racing commission of five mem 
hers would be appointed by the gov­ 
ernor. 
A second proposal for a sales tax 
was offered in the house by Repre­ 
sentative David Pringle, Cuyahoga 
county. He would impose a tax av­ 
erage of one and seven tenths on a1) 
retail sales in the state except on 
farm products. 
Representative C. C. Kesler of 
Highland county would abolish the 
present open season on pheasants 
Hiid Hungarian partridges, and 
in­ 
stead 
permit 
only 
farmers and 
members of his family or tenants 
to trap the birds from -December 
15 to January 25. The present open 
season is for ten days from Nov. 15 
to Nov. 25. 
Curb Flower Pickers.

pickers 
•would be curbed by Representative 
Flank Agnew of Mahoning county. 
He would prohibit the picking of 
wild flowers and shrubs within 300 
feet of highways without the con­ 
sent of the owner of the property. 
More relief for mortgages would 
be provided uuder two bills. 
One, 
by Representative Charles S. Best 
of 
Franklin 
county, 
would give 
Judges the right to use their dis­ 
cretion in holding up orders of sale 
in foreclosure proceedings.

orders could not be held up more 
Ihan two years, however. 
The other bill, by Senator Paul 
P. 
Yoder, 
Montgomery 
county, 
would reduce the Interest rate on 
real estate mortgages from eight 
to rive per cent.
